Tonight. in a} 
haze of conjecture and contradictory 
opinion, only a very few definitely 
known factors stand out clearly. 
Canada’s Stand is Clear 

One of these is Canada's attitude. 
Of all the nations represented at the 
conference the stand of the Dominion 
is probably the most clearly defined. 
Canada was on record as favoring a 
Plan of this description ten days be- 
fore the White House announcement 
came. Sir Robert Lorden in a mem- 
orandum, is reported to have submit- 
ted a plan which. in principle, was 
identical with that of Mr. Harding's. 

It has been understood, though it 
as never been so stated officially, 
that members of the other Dominion 
delegations have expressed approval 
of the proposal as suggested by Sir 
Robert. No indication of the attitude |

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—-Members of several 
the Washington conference informally suggested yesterday that any 
thought of adjourning the sessions for Christmas holidays be aban- 
doned in the expectation that by adopting such a course the delib- 
erations could be definitely concluded by the end of December. 

The negotiations were proceeding so smoothly, they pointed out, 
that the conference could be expected to complete its work in a much 
shorter time than was at first deemed possible, For this reason it 
was sugg*sted that delegates who had plannd to go home for Christ- 
mas might well be urged to abandon this intention so that the ses- 
sions could be continued without interruption. In such a case, it was

The Campaign. 

While the role of the political 
prophet is a dangerous one, there 
can hardly be a doubt on the part 
of cool-headed observers that the 
campaign has been going favor- 
ably for the Liberals, and strong- 
ly enough to give that party the 
preferred place in a guess as to 
the outcome of the election. The 
party has candidates in the field 
im more than two hundred con- 
stituencies. If half of them are 
elected they will in all liklihood 
constitute the largest group in the 
House, a group strong enough to 
carry on @ government against 
any probable combination of other 
groups. 

The reception accorded the Lib- 
eral leader everywhere has been 
encouraging to the cause he rep- 
resents. His meetings have been 
well attended, his proposals re- 
ceived with approval, and the con- 
vietion has been spreading rapid- 
ly that he is leading the way to 
victory at the polls and to the in- 
ception of a really reconstructive 
national policy. 

As between the tour of Mr. 
King and that of Mr. Meighen 
there can be no question which 
has been the most successful. The 
Premier has. fought valiantly to 
convince the public against their 
better judgment ; the Liberal lead- 
er has pronounced for a change 
in policy, the need of which is 
self-apparent and the reasonable- 
ness of which recommends itself. 

The Government began the 
campaign ‘with a heavy handicap 
of unpopularitly. That the Pre- 
mier has succeeded in reversing 
the tide of public opinion there is 
no reason to claim. Mr. Meighen 
has made a vigorous effort to dis- 
pel the lack of confidence with 
which his administration was 
viewed and to stimulate faiih in 
its ability to steer the country 
into a course of real and active 
yeconstruction. That he has dose 
so ean hardly be hoped by_ his 
most enthusiastic supporters. That 
he has consolidated the protection- 
ist interests there can be no doubt. 
That he has strengthened his 
party in the industrial centres by 
painting fanciful pictures of. clos- 
ed factories is possible, though the 
fact that most of the factories are 
closed under his regime can hard- 
ly have egeaped notice, Outside 
those quarters it is not observable 


that he has made any great head- | 


way in winning support. He had 
nothing to offer the other produe- 
ing classes in the cuontry, and 
nothing to propose as a means of 
bringing down the disproportion- 
ate cost of living. His tour as a 
vote-getter can hardly be put 
down. as other than a failure. That 
he made the most of his case there 
can be no question, but it was a 
vase that could not be presented 
in a favorable light outside cer- 
tain districts and certain sectional! 
mterests. Preaching protection 
as a cure for hard times which 
came about under protection is 
necessarily an up-hill job. The 
publie may admire the Premier's 
adroitness, but they can scarcely 
refrain from smiling when they 
reflect upon what his argument 
amounts to. Another dose of the 
same medicine under which the 
patient developed his critical eon- 
dition is not a convincing kind of 
prescription, 

As between the Government 
and the Liberal party there wauld 
be no doubt in a straight fight. 
The Progressive movement is the 
clement that has imported what 
uneertainty there is as to the re- 
sult. Mr, Crerar and his friends 
are appealing to a section of the 
voters who would otherwise cast 
their ballots for Liberal candi- 
dates. The appeal is being made 
in every constituency where it has

HE original Elnathan Brown owned and operated a brick shot 
tower back in the period when beaus wore flowered waistcoats 
and had their tight pantaloons strapped beneath their boots 

on Sundays, and tucked into them on weekdays. Later on he man- 
ufactured a black powder, whose excellence was proved one day 
when Brown soared aloft with his roof and several tons of the ex- 
plosive. : ° 

When he had been duly assembled and eulogized, the good-will 
and the site passed into the hands of Elnathan Brown, Jr., who 
erected a tasty chapel, the Church of the Ascension, on the spot, and 
pnt up new sheds a couple of miles further out of the town of Rum- 
ford. New Jersey. 

Hie became the inventor of Brownite, the TNT of the period. 
and still highly esteemed by agriculturists with superfluous stump- 
age. He worked hard in his laboratory, and had some hair-raising 
escapes, but died at a ripe old age and in one piece. 

Brown 3rd, the present head of the concern, considered him- 
self a prudent man, and conducted his business along modern lines. 
He never went near the powder works. where hired experts took all 
the risks, and he prided himself on his ability to pick heads of de- 
partments who did the rough work, while he manipulated the stock 
of the concern, entertained purchasing agents lavishly at his Jersey- 
Florentine villa and the Rumford Country Club, and dictated letters 
of no especialy importance to stenographers of more pulchritude than 
intelligence. 

Brownite—its formula changed slightly from time to time to 
insure new patent rights—was a staple, a monopoly, and a best seller.
